2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Takashima (P.G. Pub. No. 2005/0122764) discloses, in FIG. 42 a FRAM chip. 
Tangen (U.S. Patent No. 6,944,695) discloses, in FIG. 2, a master 52 for outputting serial 

data/address SDA corresponding to serial clock signals SCL into a serial bus 60. 

Ptasinski et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,363,437) disclose, in FIG. 7B, a microcontroller 706 
using SRAM/EEPROM 714 for storing software code/driver corresponding to slave 
SRAM/EEPROM unit 712. 

Klein (U.S. Patent No. 6,304,923) discloses, in FIG. 4, a memory controller 28 to control 
access latency time differently according to kinds of address. 

However, Takashima, Tangen, Ptasinski et al., and Klein taken individually or in 
combination, do not teach the claimed invention having limitations as claimed in claim 1 .
